IN SHORT TIME: 


Return Of Chief Railway 


Commissioner From 


Gaspe Is Awaited 


|APPEAL IS ANT ICIPATED | 


‘ON EITHER JUDGMENT 


|Nature Of Decision Is Close-| 


ly Guarded Secret In Offi-| 
cial Circles 


OTTAWA, Oct. §.-— (Canadian 
Press)——-The judgment ef the rail- 
way board in the Crow's Nest Pass 


case is expected early next week, on 
the return of the chief commission- 


er, Hon. H. A. McKeown, from the 
Gaspe peninsula, where he is con- 
ducting an inquiry into railway 
service on the local lines. The na- 
ture of the decision is a closely 
guarded secret, but it would | not 
surprise those watching the pro- 


ceedings if the commission were to 
break new ground in their findings. 
Opinions have been expressed in the 
past by various commissioners that 
the rates in the Crow agreement 
were a statutory maximum, and 
parliament has legislated on that 
theory; but there is good ground for 
saying that the board does not re- 
gard itself as bound by ils previous 
decisions. 

The first question to come before 
the commissioners is whether the 
rates set out in the agreement do 
bind them in coming to a decision 
in the present circumstances. It 
they. answer that in the negative, 
they may then order a return to 
rates in force before July 7 last, or 
they may vary those conditions. If 
they answer in the affirmative, they 
then require to decide whether the 
Crow rates are applicable all over 
the Canadian railways, even into the 
maritime provinces, or whether they 
are limited to points on the C.P.R. 
as it existed in 1897 when the 
agreement was made. They have 
power and it is their duty to re- 
move discrimination in railway 
rates, but it is within their discre, 
tion to define what is discrimina- 
tion. It was admitted during the 
hearings of the case that the ques- 
tion of discrimination does not arise 
as between articles mentioned in 
the agreement *and other commodi- 
ties not so mentioned; but gross 
discrimination has been charged as 
between different cities in the east 
and in the west, and thiv is a mat- 
ter with which the board has to 
deal, 

It has been stated that which ever 
way the decision of the board goes, 
there will be an appeal from it. 
This appeal may be taken to the 
cabjnet on both the facts and the 
lew. It may also go to the supreme 
court on a question as to whether 
the board hays jurisdiction, a point 
not as likely to be raised in this 
case, or it may, with the cunsent of 
the railway commission, go to the 
supreme court on a point of law 
such as, for example, the question 
whether the Crow rates are binding 
on the board.
